eluded residence of at least five years in this 
country under the status of “resident alien." 
Under this status, permission has been granted 
by this country to stay here indefinitely. 
After the required five years, the Suhs 
petitioned for naturalization and were tested to 
determine their abilities in the English language 
and in understanding the government 
“I didn’t have too much trouble with the 
government test since I teach that subject at 
Southwestern," Suh said. 
When asked how he felt about becoming a 
citizen, Suh replied, “ Most people become 
citizens quite by accident — by birth — but I 
have become an American citizen by choice. If 
you feel like you are IOO percent American 
citizen, then I feel like I’m 120 percenter. 
It wasn’t a case of whimsy that brought the 
Suhs to this country and to their decision of 
casting their lives with America. Considerable 
soul searching, mental anguish, and physical 
hardship were involved in their move here. 
Dr. Suh’s adventure began, appropriately, in 
the libraries and lecture halls of universities as 
he became the first Ph. D. in political science in 
his country since 1945. 
During World War II Suh attended Keio 
University for a time in Tokyo and then returned 
to Korea in 1943 where he earned his bachelor’s 
degree in Seoul Then in 1948 he was granted a 
scholarship by the Korean government to attend 
the University of Nebraska where he earned his 
Ph.D. in political science in 1953. 
That year he returned to Korea where he 
taught until 1959. 
In 1959 he returned to the United States on a 
Rockefeller Foundation research grant for 
studies at the University of California at 
Berkeley and at Harvard. At Harvard he 
became close friends with the associate director 
Please turn to page 12. 


Quarter system 


comes to GHS 


next semester

Georgetown High school students had nine additional courses from which to choose when they 
made out schedules for next fall 
In part, the additional courses are a result of the quarter system, which will be implemented in 
public schools 
State Representative Dan Kubiak co-sponsored a bill passed by legislators in 1972 which re­ 
quires all schools to begin using the quarter system this fall 
The school year, traditionally split into two 4' 2 month semesters, will be divided into three 
segments of three months each An optional fourth quarter will be available in some larger school 
districts, but GHS principal Dr Elroy Otte commented that the summer quarter would probably 
not be economically feasible for a district this size 
Under the Foundation Program (the present method of financing public education) each school 
district receives average daily attendance credit for a student for any three quarters during one 
school year If a .student chooses to attend four quarters, the school district must absorb the 
costs, or may charge tuition 
A district with a four-quarter system may not require a student to attend more than three 
quarters. Whatever method used to determine which nine months a student would attend, all 
members of one family could attend the same nine months on request. 
The bill also states that a district operating four quarters may not require a teacher to teach 
more than three quarters, plus in service time. A teacher choosing to work four quarters would 
receive commensurate salary. 
In his dissertation for a PhD degree from the University of Texas. Kubiak summarized 
research that indicated school districts in other states had implemented the quarter system in 
order to prolong the use of their existing facilities. By using school facilities on a year-round 
basis, building programs were often postponed for up to IO years, the dissertation stated. 
Kubtak, a former teacher and past chairman of the House Education Committee, received his 
doctoral degree in January. 
He surveyed 13 school districts which implemented the quarter-system voluntarily in 1972-73 
and reported in his dissertation that most were satisfied. 
ADDITIONAL COURSES 
Las go school districts sec died to have more immediately noticeable results than rural dis­ 
tricts, Kubiak remarked. Four of the urban districts tripled their course offerings the first year 
of the quarter system. The smaller districts had an average 15 percent increase compared with 
Georgetown's IO percent increase in course offerings. 
How can course offerings be increased simply by changing the school calendar? 
Dr Otte said that ‘mini’ or nonsequential courses can be added. Kubiak explained that many 
courses can be compressed from a semester to a quarter or from a full year to two quarters 
without sacrificing content. 
On the other hand, Dr Otte said that one semester courses such as government can be expand­ 
ed to two quarters. 
“One semester wasn’t really enough time to teach government, so the extra six weeks will be 
helpful," Dr Otte said. 
English, math, science and other required courses will continue to be taught the full school 
year. 
New courses which will be offered at GHS are reading improvement, corrective reading, 
beginner choir, anthropology, criminology, sociology, mythology, free enterprise, personal typ­ 
ing. business machines, safety education, and recreational physical education. 
French I and Latin I, which were taught during this school year, will be offered during alter­ 
nating years, according to Dr Otte. Not enough students expressed an interest in those courses to 
make it economically feasible to offer them next year. 


Sixty-one percent of the teachers responding to Kubiak’s survey said they covered as much 
material under the quarter system as they would under the sem ester plan. Only nine percent said 
they covered less material and 19 percent covered the same amount. 
DROPOUT RATE DECREASES 
An added advantage to the quarter system, according to Kubiak, was that dropout rates 
decreased by 32 percent and 37 percent in two schools that were studied individually. 
Kubiak stated that the system made a significant improvement of student and faculty morale. 
Student scholastic achievement was greater than anticipated. 
Of the 130 teachers interviewed. 69 percent believed students learned more. 84 percent said less 
discipline was required and 76 saw an improvement in grades. 
Kubiak admitted that urban schools will see a bigger change than rural ones, which lack the 
classrooms and diversified faculties to increase course offerings very much.

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LAME DUCK ON THE HIGH COURT 
There is a lame duck on our Supreme Court, an arrogant, 
petulant, ailing Justice Bill Douglas who can t function and 
won t quit 
IF HE WERE A LESS LIBERAL legalite he’d be hounded 
off the bench, but Douglas and friends are going to try to 
hang on to and control that im portant Supreme Court vote as 
long as they possibly can. 
Hindsight readily recognizes that ailing E D R , in the best 
interests of the country, should have retired himself in 1940 
Hindsight strongly suggests that ailing, erratic Rep 
Wilbur Mills ( D-Ark I should have retired himself in 1970 
before his addiction to alcohol snafued his com m ittee and 
sullied his splendid service record. 
Now we come to Justice Douglas, who is acting life* 
anything but a responsible jurist 
Paralyzed and confined to a wheelchair, Douglas checked 
out of the hospital on an overnight pass and then refused for 
weeks to resubm it himself to medical care 
He called a news conference to say that he was not going to 
resign and cited the truthful but unbecomingly selfish 
reason He was going to wait for a more liberal President, 
thus to assure appointment of a more liberal successor 
THEN DOUGLAS REFUSED to respond to questions 
about his defiance of the doctors who are reportedly disturb­ 
ed about his m ental as well as his physical condition He has 
complained about “plots to kill” him 
Douglas' dedication to the liberal cause has survived his 
judgment, and a Supreme Court justice with irresponsible 
judgment is a menace of no sm all dimensions 
Congress could legislate “ m andatory retirem ent at 75” 
and gel rid of him, but this Congress won t. Too few 
Americans have been aw are that the recent years' left- 
versus-right power struggle within our tripartite govern­ 
ment has transcended all other considerations. 
Inevitable replacem ents reshape the Supreme Court, in­

U. S. FARMING WASTEFUL? 
You have heard it often: America has the most ef­ 
ficient system of farming in the world. But, is it true? 
The respected Smithsonian magazine, in an article 
authored by Tex Fuller, recently explored that theory 
and came up with some startling and, in our case, dis­ 
turbing ideas. 
Agriculture in this country, the article says flatly, is 
inefficient and wasteful. It relies entirely on fossil 
fuel, petroleum, that is, to stay in business; and, as we 
well know by now, petroleum is becoming more expen­ 
sive and could become difficult, or impossible, to ob­ 
tain at any price within a couple of decades. 
The family farm, the article says, still provides the 
most efficient production system in this country, but it 
is rapidly being displaced by the huge and wasteful 
corporate farm. 
GIANT FEED LOTS for cattle fattening are terribly 
wasteful, the article says. One large concern in 
California feeds 100,000 cattie a year, using more corn 
than the entire nation consumes in corn flakes. 
Here are a few of the points brought out in the Fuller 
article: 
A basic use of energy on the farm is for powering 
machines — for planting, spraying, fertilizing and 
harvesting crops. Five million tractors in the U. S. 
require 8 billion gallons of fuel annually, the total 
equivalent of the energy content in the food produced. 
It was found that the food system in 1963 consumed 
an average of 6.4 units of primary energy (mostly 
from fossil fuels) to deliver each unit of food energy to 
the consumer. In some cases, such as with processed 
fruits and vegetables, more than 15 units of fossil fuel 
energy were used to deliver each unit of food energy. 
Today the ratio is much greater. 
THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE, which 
has done much to promote large scale farming, has 
published several technical studies which confirm that 
small farms can be quite efficient. The department’s 
Economic Research Service says that the “fully 
mechanized one-man farm, producing the maximum 
acreage of crops of which the man and his machines 
are capable, is generally a technically efficient farm 
From the standpoint of costs per unit of production. 
this size farm captures most of the economies 
associated with size.” 
The article is fairly lengthy and very interesting. It s 
in the January issue of the Smithsonian magazine. 


The thought has to occur, after reading the piece, 
that if petroleum does begin to run out or the price of it 
gets too high, we may see the return of the 100-acre 
family farm, with a couple of fine mules pulling the 
plows, with horses used for highway transportation of 
farm goods. The quantity of production, in this case, 
would go down, but efficiency (the production of so 
much energy by so many units of energy) might well 
be improved. Even so, it is not a pleasant thought. The 
world needs, must have, continued high production on 
the farms of the United States.

Kubiak favors House 
utility regulation bill 


Rep Dan Kubiak of Rockdale 
says he will continue to support 
a House-passed utility regula­ 
tion hill over a weaker version 
approved in the Senate 
Members of a Rouse Senate 
conference com m ittee are ex­ 
pected to produce a com ­ 
promise between the two bills, 
and Kubiak said he favors keep­ 
ing the stronger provisions of 
the House utility legislation 
The most important provision 
of the House bill would force 
utility companies to set rates on 
the basis of a eombination of 
original equipment cost and 
equipment replacem ent cost, 
Kubiak said The Senate ver 
sion sets rates entirely on 
re p la c e m e n t c o s ts, w hich 


Kubiak says allows utility com ­ 
panies to artificially raise con­ 
sum er bills. 
The replacem ent cost figure 
lets utilities charge consum ers 
for equipment which has not ac­ 
tually been bought,” Kubiak 
said 
“ The final utility bill 
should use replacem ent cost as 
little as possible in order to 
protect the consumer instead of 
the utility com panies.’’ 
Kubiak said the House utility 
bill would regulate electricity, 
telephone, gas, w ate r and 
sewer service throughout Tex­ 
as Cities could vote to set their 
own rates on everything except 
telephone service, which would 
be regulated on a statew ide 
basis, he said 


“ I personally think local rate 
control is a good thing, es­ 
pecially with the assistance of a 
strong utility com m ission.” 
Kubiak said 
“ The im portant 
thing now is to pass an effec­ 
tive, consum er-oriented utility 
bill before the legislature ad­ 
journs.”

Every farm ing expense has 
skyrocketed over the last two 
years: fuel costs have doubled, 
fertilizer prices have tripled 
and baling w ire has barely been 
available at any price. 
If farm ers cannot be assured 
they will be able to make 
enough p r o f i t to s t a y in 
business, they will take fewer 
risks and cu t back on the 
acreage they plant. When that, 
happens, the price of farm 
products goes up, and the con­ 
sum er ends up footing the bill 
The federal governm ent needs 
to realize the im portance of 
farm ers to this country, and it 
needs to give them the support 
they deserve.

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Why youth 
prisons 
still cling

The United States continues to rely heavily 
on juvenile prisons to handle young lawbrea­ 
kers, rather than turning to smaller commu­ 


nity programs such as supervised group 
homes 
This is the finding of a national survey soon 
to be released 


A lack of funds, “ indifference’ of state 
officials, and a “ tradition” of relying on 
juvenile prisons is holding back many states 
from trying alternatives, says Dr. Robert D. 
Vinter, co-director of the National Assessment 
of Juvenile Corrections, University of Mich­ 
igan, which conducted the survey in all 50 
states in 1974 
The survey, financed by the Justice Depart 
ment’sLaw Enforcement Assistance Adminis- 
tration (L E A A), finds that: 
• Only four states are sending more youths 
to small community programs than to juvenile 
prisons 
• States pay $11,700 a year on the average to 


keep a youth in a juvenile prison (one state 
pays $.19,600) compared with $4,600 a year in a 
community program. 
• About 80,000 youths are sentenced to 
juvenile prisons each year, compared with 
only about 5,300 sentenced to community 
programs 
(About one million youths are locked up 
each year; many of them in adult jails, 
awaiting their day in juvenile court > 
Dr Vinter says the survey team is able and 
willing to help states prepare to use alterna­ 
tives. which he says are not only cheaper but 
result in “ far fewer reports of brutality and 
deterioration of kids.” 
In every state that has tried some of the 
alternatives to juvenile prisons, such as 
daytime counseling centers or foster homes. 


state officials interviewed do not want to stop 
using such programs, he said. Escapes from 
open-door programs got a “ low problem 
rating” from such officials, said Dr Vinter 
But many rural states may not be able to 
afford a variety of community programs, 
some of them in communities too small to fill 
the programs with youth, says Jens Jensen of 
the Illinois Department of Correction 
In the 1973 federally funded National Advi 
sory Commission on Criminal Justice, Stan­ 
dards, and Goals, a w ide range of correctional 
and other criminal justice specialists called 
for a “ search for the optimum programs 
outside institutions for juveniles who do not 
need confinement.” The report said only the 
"chronic and dangerous delinquents” need 
confinement, at least until alternatives can be 
found for even them.

Middle School Studens Strongly Against 


Round Rock Leader, May 17, 1975 


Editor’s note: This story appeared in the 
Round Rock Leader May 15. The second arti­ 
cle, directly below, ran May 22. Round Rock 
is just IO miles away and what’s happening 
there is bound to be of significance to us. 
Pot: High School Opinion Divided 


Less than half of the Round 
Rock High School students feel 
that 
marijuana 
should 
be 
legalized, but more are for 
legalization 
than 
against. 
Middle 
School 
students, 
however, are strongly opposed 


This is according to a report 
released last week at the high 
school science fair held in the 
new annex 
The high school survey was 
compiled and distributed by 
sophomore Desi Dahlin who 
coordinated her efforts with 
middle school principal George 
Bujnoch, 
who 
conducted 
a 
recent middle school survey 


“ All of the students in both 
the high school and middle 
school 
participated 
in 
the 


surveys 
We were all very 
interested in the resu lts,’’ said 
Mrs Vickie Simon, high school 
biology teacher 


Of the 985 students at Round 
Rock High School 41 per cent 
said that m arijuana should be 
legalized while 35 per cent said 
no and 24 per cent said maybe 


Forty per cent of the students 
also felt that there is a drug 
problem in the school with 32 
per cent saying no and 28 per 
cent maybe. There were 56 per 
cent who knew where to get hold 
of drugs, 57 per cent knew an 
adult other than at school whom 
they could consult about a drug 
problem , and 60 per cent knew a 
student who could supply them 
with drugs. 


The results also showed 57 
per cent of the students had 
taken drugs, 48 per cent would 
try marijuana if it were made 
legal and easy to obtain, 60 per 
cent do not think less of anyone 
using drugs, and 55 per cent 
would try drugs if given the 
opportunity. 


The survey indicated that 
acid, speed, pills, cocaine, 
heroin, and marijuana are all 
found on the Round Rock High 
School campus. 


Also 46 per cent said they 
have never smoked marijuana, 
23 per cent said they have 
smoked once or twice, 19 per 
cent 
said 
they 
smoke 
on 
weekends, and 
12 per cent 
smoke daily 
This indicates 


about 30 per cent claim to be 
regular users. 
Almost 
opposite 
results 
were reported at the middle 
school where only 17 per cent 
felt that marijuana should be 
legalized, 67 per cent saying no 
and 16 per cent giving a maybe 
response. 
Sixty-five per cent believe 
t h a t d r u g s a r e a m a j o r 
contributing factor in the crim e 
rate while 42 per cent said 
there was a drug problem in the 
school. Of the about 1,000 
students at middle school, 27 
per cent do not feel there is a 
drug problem with 31 per cent 
saying maybe. 
Only 15 per cent said they 
have ever tried drugs with 77 
per cent responding with a 


negative answ er. Eleven p* 
cent 
said 
they 
would 
tr 
marijuana if it were made lega 
and was easy to obtain. 
Just less than half, 46 per 
cent, said they think less oi 
anyone using drugs and 75 per 
cent said they would not use 
d r u g s e v e n i f g i v e n the 
opportunity. Also, 77 per cent 
said they

approached to buy drugs with 56 
per cent saying they didn’t know 
where to obtain them.

drugs frequently. There were 
43 per cent who said they did 
know many student users and 45 
per cent who said they didn't.

P riest said. 
In a story referring to a drug 


survey taken at the high school 
and released at a science expo 
two weeks ago, the Leader said 
that acid, speed, pills, cocaine, 
and heroin were found on the 
campus. 


The actual 
question 
was 
whether students knew of drugs 
other marijuana being used by 
students at Round Rock High 
S c h o o l . 
T h e r e 
w a s 
no 
implication in the survey that 
drugs are physically present on 
the high school campus. 


The survey was compiled and 
distributed by sophomore Desi 
Dahlin 
and 
polled 
all 
the 
students in the school. 


It was learned from the 
survey that 55 per cent of the 
high school students would not 
tr y d r u g s if g i v e n t h e 
opportunity with 26 per cent 
saying yes and 19 per cent 
saying maybe. 


The survey also pointed out 
that, although 41 
per 
cent 
believe that marijuana should 


be legalized, 46 per cent of the 
students never smoke, 23 per 
cent have smoked once or 
twice, 19 per cent smoke on 
weekends and 12 per 
cent 
smoke daily. 
“ This means that 69 per cent 
of the students at the high 
school are not involved with 
marijuana. I was surprised at 
the high number that do not use 
any type of drugs,’’ Priest 
emphasized 
He did not expect the 12 per 
c e n t d a i l y u s e r f i g u r e , 


however. He said, though, that 
t h i s i s t h e g r o u p whos e 
attendance and grades show the 
effects of m arijuana use. 
“ I thought it would be closer 
to 7 or 8 per cent,’’ he said. 
P riest said that he 
was 
planning a sim ilar survey but 
decided to combine his with the 
one being done for the science 
expo. 
“ I feel that such unsigned 
surveys are pretty accurate. 
The figures here a re probably 
close to the truth,’’ he added.

G e o r g e t o w n 
residents are not in agreem ent 
on how effective their nine- 
month old leash law is, a 30- 
minute drive around the city’s 
tree-lined streets recently fail­ 
ed to turn up any canines on the 
loose. 
Long-time real estate and in­ 
surance m an Grady Watkins 
thinks “only about a third’’ of 
the city’s dog owners are pay­ 
ing any heed to the law. 
Gene M artinka, manager of 
the Georgetown Chamber of 
Commerce, says the city’s part- 
t i m e dog w a r d e n , 
F r e d 
Langenegger, is “ doing a real 
good job’’ and that “ once is 
usually enough” for dog owners 
to have to fetch their pets home 
from the pound. 
In March, three dog owners 
paid fines in municipal court 
a f t e r a l l e g e d 
r e p e a t e d 
violations of the leash law. 
Langenegger says “ about IO” 
will be cited this month and 
wind up in court June 4. 
“ I let up a little this past 
month and some people have 
started letting them run loose 
again,” he explains. 
A dog owner and dog lover 
himself, Langenegger is easy 
on first offenders — they get by 
with only a warning. “The se­ 
cond tim e I pick up their dog, it 
goes to the pound,” he says. To 
retrieve the dog, the owner 
must pay a $1 city dog tag fee, 
a $4 rabies shot fee and $1 for 
each day the animal is retained 
at the pound. 
Dogs not bailed out after 62 
hours at the pound are killed, 
Langenegger says, although he 
adds that he works hard to find 
homes for some and has been 
known to keep pups in his own 
| home at his own expense long 
t past the deadline in an attem pt 
to find responsible owners for 
them. 
L a n g e n e g g e r 
s a y s 
a p ­ 
proximately 600 anim als have 
been killed at the pound in the 
past nine months. “ We have a 
problem with people dumping 
dogs they don’t want here — we 
had packs of 40 and 50 dogs run­ 


ning back there last fall, many 
of them sick and bleeding from 
the m ange.” 
When Georgetown started en­ 
forcing the leash law last fall, 
business was brisk for the 
warden. “ In one street three 
blocks long, I picked up about 
150 dogs from the first of 
Septem ber to about the second 
week in November,” he recalls 
“ In one day alone, I picked up 
22. ” 
Initially, Langenegger’s only 
dog-catching 
equipment 
was 
“just to call them to m e.” Now 
he has a tranquilizer gun and a 
hom em ade 
“ hum ane-type” 
trap which cooperative citizens 
allow him to place on their 
property to nab stray pooches. 
Although his role as dog 
warden doesn’t exactly endear 
him to som e of his fellow 
townspeople, Langenegger says 
he hasn’t received any “ bad 
calls” this year. They were 
plentiful last fall. “ In one after­ 
noon while I was at work, my 
wife received 50 threatening 
calls,” he rem em bers. 
D oes L a n g e n e g g e r think 
Georgetown streets will ever 
become truly dogless? “ No,” 
he says, “ there are still some 
hardheads who think they don’t 
have to pay any attention to the 
leash law.” These are the ones 
he takes to court.

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G eorgetow n, Texas

Modern jet combat aircraft 
have rocket ejection seats to 
save the pilot from almost cer­ 
tain death in a crash So far. no 
one has proposed rocket seats 
for tractor drivers, but starting 
in 1976 all new tractors w ill af­ 
ford the operator increased 
protection in a rollover 
“ This is a great protec­ 
tion.’' remarked A J Jackson 
of the parts department at 
Balderson-Berger 
Equipment 
Company in Taylor 
“ It has 
been available for a long time 
and many buyers in this area 
have bought it 
“ Industrial tractors have it. 
Cabs for larger tractors have a 
built-in rollover feature We’ve 
heard of many accidents where 
this rollover prevented serious 
injury. It will be good to have 
this on all the new 1976 trac­ 
tors," Jackson said 
Noting that tractor rollovers 
have accounted for some 125 
deaths among Texas farm 
workers during the past five 
years, the Texas Safety 
Association today issued a 
reminder that the Occupational 


S a fe ty and

ministration has now officially

The standard applies to all 
agricultural tractors manufac­ 
tured after October 25, 1976 
After that date tractors of over 
20 engine horsepower used in 
agriculture must be equipped 
with a seat belt and rollover 
protective structures which 
meet government performance 
requirements 
In addition, the standard re­ 
quires that the employer assure 
that all employees use the seat 
belt and that employers enforce 
prescribed operating rules 
whether or not a rollover 
protective structure is re­ 
quired 
Unlike earlier proposals, the 
final standard exempts 
low- 
profile tractors’’ while used in 
orchards, vineyards, hop yards 
and low clearance buildings. 
Also exempted are tractors 
mounted with implements in­ 
compatible with the protective 
structure during these usages.

Q. When must a taxpayer file 
a gift tax return? 


A A gift tax return must be 
filed by a donor if the gifts to 
any 
donee 
total 
more 
than 
$3,000. or if there is a gift of 
a 
future 
interest during the 
calendar year. The gift tax re 
turn must be fifed on or before 
the 15th day of the second 
month following the close of 
the calendar quarter in which 
the gift is made. Any gift to a 
charitable organization must be 
reported on a return for the 
fourth calendar quarter, or on 
an earlier quarterly return, if 
one 
is 
required for 
a 
non- 
charitable gift.

offices and it is free. 


Q lf my tax return is audi­ 
ted, what rights of appeal do I 
have? 


A lf your return is examined 
in an IRS office and you don't 
agree with the proposed chang­ 
es, you may request an imme­ 
diate meeting with a supervisor. 
lf agreement is not reached at 
this meeting, or the audit was 
not in an IRS office, you can 
take your case to an IRS Dis 
trict Conference 
lf no agree 
ment is reached there, your 
next level of appeal is with the 
IRS regional Appellate Division. 
lf this appeal is not satisfac­ 
tory, you can take your case to 
the United States Tax Court. 
However, you can pay the tax 
and file a claim for a refund, 
which if disallowed permits you 
to take your case to the U S 
Court of Claims or the U.S. 
District Court. These courts are 


: independent judicial bodies and 
have no connection with the 
IRS. 
Your 
final 
appeal 
may 
reach the U.S Supreme Court. 
At any stage of the IRS appeal 
procedure, you can agree with 
the changes in your return and 
pay your tax, or you can file a 
petition with the Tax Court, or 
pay your tax and file a claim 
for refund. For detailed infor­ 
mation on this subject, consult 
IRS Publication 556, “ Audit of 
Returns, 
Appeal 
Rights 
and 
Claims for Refund.

able free from most IRS offices. 


Q. According to the provi­ 
sions of a lease I provide, the 
tenant to whom I rent an apart­ 
ment must pay me a certain 
amount for cancelling his lease. 
How should I report this on my 
return? 
A. lf your tenant pays you 
for permitting him to cancel 
his lease, the amount you re 
cetve is rent and must be re­ 
ported in the year you receive 
it whether you use the cash or 
accrual method of accounting 
All rental income and related 
expenses should be reported on 
Part ll of Schedule E, Form 
1040.

Whether you seed vegetables 
directly in the garden or in­ 
doors in containers, never be 
timid about thinning One of the 
most serious problems in home 
vegetable gardens is that plants 
are frequently too crowded, 
says the Texas Agricultural Ex­ 
tension Service. 


Plenty of seed should be 
planted to insure a good stand. 


but if good germination occurs, 
plants are often too crowded in 
the row for good growth 
Thin young seedlings at an 
early age to insure a good stand 
which will result in good yields 
of high quality vegetables at 
harvest time. Too many 
seedlings in the row can act just 
like weeds and compete with 
each other for water, nutrients 
and sunlight

Seedlings should be thinned 
before they are two inches tall 
and before their roots become 
intertwined Be sure the soil is 
moist when thinning 
Rather than thin plants to be 
the recommended stand in one 
operation, it is recommended to 
thin in two stages During the 
first thinning operation, leave 
twice as many plants as actual­ 
ly needed. The second time 
around, thin to a final stand 
This will allow tor some losses 
due to insect, diseases or 
related problems. 
When thinning vegetable 
crops such as cucumbers, 
squash, melons and okra, pinch 
or cut off unwanted plants 
rather than pulling them up. 
Pulling may damage the roots 
of plants you wish to keep. 
If stands are poor and uneven 
in other parts of the garden, 
transplant such crops as let­ 
tuce, beets, chard, cabbage, 
carrots, onions, peppers, 
tomatoes and eggplants to other 
areas. If thinnings are to be 
transplanted, gently pull up the 
plants to avoid severe root 
damage 
Many thinnings can be used 
for the dinner table. Young 
tender lettuce is a superior 
salad item, and baby carrots 
are a real gourmet treat.

The sky darkened and the rain came down in 
torrents Friday morning, so fast that it couldn't 
run off Georgetown streets fast enough to keep 
them from looking like rivers 
but strangely 
enough, the gauges did not measure nearly as 
much as rain watchers eyes 
The city water plant measured only ti of an in­ 
ch, while over on Elm Street Joe Bergstrom 
measured an inch at ll a rn, and by 2 30another 
hard shower had added another 15. 
and the 
sun came out in between' 
“ I can’t think of a thing good to say about 
today’s rain,” said John Wakefield, county 
agricultural agent “ We had excessive moisture 
already and this rain today has done the farmers 
much more harm than good Its not even help­ 
ing the pastures They had all the moisture they 
could take.” 
Wakefield said the rains have really hurt the 
cotton; some is very small after replanting 
following the hailstorm a few weeks ago Grain 
sorghum in terraces and low places is turning 
yellow from wet ground, and this will hurt the 
yield 
“ We should be harvesting oats 
The rain 
stopped that action It has almost drowned out 
some of the good gardens,” Wakefield added 
The horse show scheduled for Saturday had to 
be cancelled It will be rescheduled at a later 
date. 
The SUN attempted to contact Norman Domel 
who farms east of town 
he was at the auction 
sale, but his wife said they were getting back 
into the field and now this rain will keep them 
out again 
“ We didn't need this rain,” she said, “ but it is 
better than drouth.” 
Mrs Domel said tomatoes are not setting on 
the vines The plants are bumming but the 
blooms are falling off 
no tomatoes. 
Farmers, talking on the streets in Georgetown 
Friday, said they could not remember a more 
disagreeable month of May 
weather patterns 
have really been wild in May, they declared.

cabinet He asked Dr Suh to take the post as 
Minister of Public 
Information, and Suh 
accepted. 
"We resolved at our first cabinet meeting that 
none of us would run for office,” Suh said “ Then 
we got to work ort holding the first really fair and 
honest election in the history of Korea 
The election was held, and after serving for 
six months on the interim cabinet, leadership 
was turne d over to the newly elected govern­ 
ment and Suh returned to teaching 
In lime, Suh said, the new government seemed 
lo be drifting toward chaos “ I urged the Presi­ 
dent to take- firm stands on several issues, and I 
predicted that if he did not, then those on the ex­ 
treme right or the left would take over Sure 
enough, one month later my predictions came 
true.” 
The government established from the military 
coup d'etat asked Suh if he would be one of five 
advisors to the government, and he accepted and 
served for about a month. “ But I became scared 


of my own power, and I quite often disagreed 
with those in government ’ 
Ile tendered his resignation, at the risk of im­ 
prisonment, 
but since I knew so many of the 
leaders 
they had been my students — on a per­ 
sonal basis, they spared me.” 
Suh said that this action set his friendship 
adrift from the military, “ although they still 
called on me occasionally for advice.” 
In 1963 the government wanted to declare a 
permanent military regime. 
“ As an intellectual I felt I had to speak out 
That open letter put me on the enemy list ’ 


Dr Suh’s ability to “ speak out” had con­ 
siderable impact In what he called a “ spare 
time job” he was editorial writer for South 
Korea s largest newspaper, Tong-A Ilbo, and 
also a well-known news commentator on the 
radio 
Two years later, in 1965. Suh said that so many 
supported his position “ that the government 
decided to do something about it.” 
The government secret service took Suh “ My

Problems in the laying of the asphalt founda­ 
tion of the courts delayed completion 
The 
courts along with the academic building of the 
new school had a contract completion date of 
September, 1974 
The interior of the academic portion of the 
building was accepted by the board March 24 
However, at that time the board decided to 
withhold $125,000 remaining contract funds until 
the tennis courts and outside site work was 
accepted. The cost of the academic building, site 
work and tennis courts was $2.2 million. 
Work continues on the vocational building at 
the new high school, according to Supt. Jack 
Frost. The construction of that building was on a 
separate contract from the main academic 
building. Frost said it should be completed in 
time for classes to begin next fall. 


That year they held presidential elections 
that were definitely rigged. The intellectuals of 
our country protested I was deeply involved in 
this It led to a student revolution that succeeded 
in ousting the dictatorial regime,” Suh said 
In the interim government that held office 
following the revolution, the acting president 
wanted to have two college professors in his 
wife never expected to see me again They took 
me for two weeks — a terrible ordeal— I don't 
even like to think about it — but I survived 
Dr. Suh went back to teach his students in 
Yosei University, one of the most prestigious un­ 
iversities in Korea, that had been founded in 1880 
by an American missionary. But the government 
wasn’t through with Suk-Soon Suh. 
“ They decided to purge me. Troops surround­ 
ed our campus and closed the school Finally I 
decided to submit my resignation so the school 
could reopen ” 
Then a friend in the U.S. Embassy put Dr. Suh 
in touch with a visiting American professor who 
recruited Suh to teach at Earlham College in 
Richmond. Indiana. The embassy offered Suh a 
Fulbright scholarship in 1966 and the Suhs came 
to America. 
“ I had intended to stay for just one year and 
return. Suh said, but the Korean scene worsen­ 
ed and his friends urged him to stay in the 
United States. 
Then Southwestern University in Georgetown 
offered Dr. Suh a post. “ I took this position for 
just a year because I still thought I would 
return.” Mrs. Suh did return in early 1968 to 
assess the situation. 
“ She talked to many, both in and out of 
government, and they were unanimous in saying 
that I should not come back.” 
He said that the government was still afraid of 
him “ even though I had made it clear to them 
that I had no political ambitions — I was just a 
concerned person who occasionally spoke out." 
Dr Suh saw the hopelessness of ever returning 
when his elder brother decided to run for presi­ 
dent. “ They threw him in jail — how can you win 
if you’re in jail.” 
So the Suh family was invited to make their 
home with Southwestern in Georgetown as he 
was offered tenure. Because a qualification of 
having been a Fulbright Scholar required him to 
return to his native country — and since this was 
virtually impossible — he petitioned that this 
requirement be removed. U.S. Senator John 
Tower, Congressman J. J. Pickle and others in­ 
tervened for him and he was allowed to stay. 
Citizenship played a part in that decision since 
the Suh’s youngest son, Dick, had been born in 
Boston and was thus a citizen of this country. 
And now, since the entire family has its 
citizenship, Dr. Suh feels a great responsibility 
toward the United States of America. 
“ I realize that this country was not made 
great overnight — someone had to pay the 
price,” Suh said 
“ I don’t feel a naturalized citizen should just 
enjoy the fruits of this country, I feel we should 
make, if not a greater, then at least an equal 
contribution to this society,” Suh said 
’Tm grateful for my citizenship — and I in­ 
tend to exercise it.”
